Performance
The District accomplished its goals, which were based
on school performance.
All schools maintained or improved their ratings from
ADE for AZ LEARNS, and the District exceeded
adequate yearly progress goals for all grades.
Student attendance increased at all schools.
The graduation rate, which is averaged over 5 years,
improved by 0.6 percent.
Parents gave schools satisfactory ratings on surveys.
Most teachers participated in professional development
activities, including courses focused on reading, writing,
understanding and using standardized testing data, and
improving instruction for English language learners.
